Lilies floating on a serene pond, 
dragonflies with transparent wings darting 
from spot to spot, colorful fish leisurely 
swimming close to the surface, a waterfall 
adding its peaceful rushing tosthe scene ... a 
dream place? 

No, it’s Upland’s Van Ness Water 
Gardens. 

The gardens have been around since the 
1920s and have grown substantially during 
the past few years. Bill Uber, the present 
owner, sees the gardens as a labor of love. 

“| really enjoy my time here,” he said. 
“It’s something I’ve been around all my life 
and something | enjoy doing.” 

Uber bought the business from his father 
in 1976 after growing up at the gardens. “We 
all helped,” he said. “It was the family 
business.” 

The firm sells both wholesale and retail 
all over the worid and the Upland gardens 
serve as both a showplace and store. 

“We raise and hybridize water lilies, bog 
plants, smal! plants and ornamentals,” he 
said, ‘“‘in addition to selling fish and all the 
supplies necessary to create and maintain 
backyard water gardens.” 

Water gardens were very popular in the 
early part of the century. Uber said peopie in 
some of the older homes in Upland have 
discovered ponds that had been filled in. 
“With a little work, many of these are in use 

again.” 

Creating a magical, peaceful oasis in the 
average backyard is probably simpler and 
less expensive than one might imagine, 

Uber said. 

Cost for a 500-gallon pond, complete 
with fish and plants runs about $300 to $400 
when the backyard building is done by the 
home owner. 

“Many people remember enjoying the 
pools at the homes of grandparents and now 
are interested in creating something like 
that for themselves,” he said. 

Uber says he amazed by the amount of 
work people are willing to put into creating 
exactly what they want. He said he 
remembers an Upland doctor and his wife 
who came in and wanted to start with a 
1,000-gallon pond, a stream and a waterfall. 

“His wife was an attractive blond with 
well-manicured hands, very petite — | took a 
look at them and thought ‘no way.’ | 
recommended they start less ambitiously 
but they wouldn’t hear of it. 

“A week later, in she marched. The nails 
were destroyed but she had done it!” 

Uber speculated the reason people are 
willing to do the labor themselves is it’s a 
source of enjoyment plus once the garden is 
completed, it only requires about an hour a 
month of maintenance. 

Uber estimates 95 percent or more of the 
pools are built by the home owner. “We do a 
lot of maintenance in pools in the Beverly 
Hills area and I’m continually amazed at how 
many of those Bevery Hills businessmen will 
actually get out and dig the holes 
themselves.” 

Pools, Uber says, are a basic life source. 
“They attract animals and are in essence an 
aquasphere. You can see the whole life 
cycle at work. It’s awe-inspiring.”

Uber says the use of PVC liners had 
brought both the costs and headaches of 
construction way down. “The liners are 
inexpensive and very flexible — it cuts down 
the time and costs of actually constructing 
the pools,” he said. 

Once the pool is in, Uber says, then the 
threats start. Threats? ‘‘We get threats from 
people because they get a little (5 inches 
long, 1 inch across) root for their lily — cost 
varies from $12.95 up to the hundreds of 
dollars — and they are uncertain it will ever 
grow.” 

Uber pointed to some of the lilies and 
asked, ‘“‘Wouldn’t you threaten me if | sold 
you that for $15?” 

Uber says water gardens thrive on 
neglect. ‘‘Once a balance has been 
achieved, it needs to be left pretty much 
alone, nature takes care of maintaining the 
balance.” 

Unfortunately, many people are very 
meticulous and keep “messing with it.”’ 
“These are the people that get fed up and 
then abandon it. Imagine their surprise when 
it balances itself out a few months later. 
They learn.” 

Water, Uber said, has an immense 
attraction for people. “‘It (the water garden) 
becomes the focal point of the garden. 
There is entertainment value in the antics of 
birds and other animais attracted by the 
water. Fish become favorites and respond as 
any other pet would to people they become 
familiar with. Plus it’s fun to watch the 
dragonflies and the developing baby fish,” 
he said. 

Uber offers tropical blooming water 





lilies, night bloomers and hardies. Colors 
vary from pristine white to yellows, pinks, 
reds, lavenders and even blues and greens. 
Hardies, Uber said, live for years even in 
the coldest climates. They bloom April until 
October and lay on the water surface. Sizes 








. 


vary from miniature to huge. Most take 
between four and six weeks to bloom and 
become well established. 

“Don’t be surprised if the first blooms 
are not the color expected,” he said, ‘‘it 
takes time for the true color to emerge and 
the color intensity can be affected by soil 
conditions; fertilizer, sunlight and climate.” 

Tropical night bloomers require full sun 
during the day. Night bloomers usually don’t 
open until dark and then close when the 
heat of the day comes. These flowers have 
long, graceful stems and stand above the 
surface of water. 

The tropical day-blooming lilies usually 
have huge blooms and perch as high as 18 
inches above the water on long stems. They 
are good for house arrangements. Tropicals 
are also very fragrant and have along 
blooming season. Color choices are wide 
also. 

Uber says they are very adaptable and 
open wide to the sun before noon and close 
for the night at dusk. Only in tropicals are 
the blue shades available, he said. 

Evey pond owner worries about keeping 
the water clean. Uber warns that putting the 
pond together quickly doesn’t allow he time 
necessary for everything (water, fish, plants) 
to adapt to each other so the pond will turn 
murky and then take on a green tinge. 

Left unchecked, it will progress to “pea 
soup.” Uber explained that some algae ina 
pool is desirable. All green plants absorb 
nutrients and convert it to new plant tissue, 
giving off oxygen as a by-product. 

Uber says the best way to prevent 
excessive algae is through pond balance. 
This can be done chemically or by adding 
plants that starve out algae by consuming . 
available nutrients and cutting off the 
sunlight. Mechanical methods such as the 
activated charcoal/carbon filters are also 
effective. 

Uber says it can take as long as two 
months for a pool to clear but some do so in 
a few weeks. There are a lot of variables, 
Uber notes. 

Need for extra chemicals should 
decrease if the pond has been properly 
planted and once the plants begin to grow 
and thrive. After the first few weeks, most 
ponds remain balanced for years. There is 
no need to change water. 





For people with less space, tub gardens 
offer an alternative. Almost any space can 
accommodate some type of garden. Uber 


has several suggestions for smaller gardens. 


The half cask, ceramic pots, old crocks, 
galvanized horse troughs all can provide a 
container for the miniature tub garden. 

They can be placed above the ground or 
sunk in and Uber says planting is simpler in 
the tub gardens. The only fish they 
reocommend for tub gardens are guppies or 
Mosquito Fish.

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Make your 
own water 
garden 


Creating a relaxing atmosphere in the 
back yard can be done easily and with the 
minimum of fuss by installing a water garden. 

Bill Uber, owner of Van Ness Water 
Gardens in Upland, and his staff offer tips 
and guidance in creating a water wonderland. 

Uber recommends that anyone 
considering a garden be practical about size 
and design. Although water gardens are x 
almost maintenance-free, it takes work to put 
one in. 

Uber says one of the best things that has 
happened to water gardening in the last few 
years are the new methods and materials for 
pond construction. PCV liners, for example, 
provide an alternative to cement 
construction. 

Before digging, select the site carefully, 
avoiding areas where trees or shubbery will 
shed into water. The most important factor 
choosing a site is that it receive full, direct 
sun for the majority of the day. 

Outline the proposed pond with a rope on 
the ground, trying different shapes until you 
get one that pleases you. 

Plan to have straight sides instead of 
sloping. This offers less surfaces where algae 
tend to adhere, provides a more uniform 
depth and is easier to plant. 5 

There should be as much floor surface as 
water surface. The pond should be 18 to 24 
inches deep and the same depth overall. It is 
difficult to maintain shallower pools. 

A 2 percent slope on the pond floor to one 
end will make cleaning and emptying easier. 

PCV liners provide a durable construction 
material with enough elasticity to mold the 
liner to the shape of the pond. Polyethylene ; 
should not be used. Uber also advises people 4 
planning-to buy a liner do so at a water 
garden supplier because conventional PCV is 
treated with anti-bacterial agents which can 
kill fish if it are used to line a pond. 

Ponds can be constructed either above or 
in the ground, using the liner method. 

For in-ground ponds, dig at least 18 
inches and be sure the pond rim is absolutely 
level from side to side and end to end. If it is 
net level, the liner will show on the high side. 

Remove any sharp rocks. 

It is also a good idea to put a protective 

layer of material under the liner to protect it. 

Suggested materials include sand, damp 

newspapers, building felt or discarded carpet 

padding. = 

A frame for above-ground pools can be 
made with a variety of materials, including 
blocks, bricks, or railroad ties. 

Liners are more flexible if allowed to 
warm in the sun. Liner should be spread 
tautly and evenly over the excavation or frame 
and then anchored with small weights on the 
outer edges. 

To fill the pond, place a garden hose in 
the center and begin to run water into it. The 
weight of the water will pull the liner down,

Frank Mezquita considers himself an expert on 
body armor. A Los Angeles police officer and owner 
of Live or Die Enterprises in Upland, he says an 
officer’s decision on whether to wear a bullet-proof 
vest is often a matter of life or death. 

Six officers were shot to death in California last 
year, and all but one were not wearing any type of 
bullet-proof vest. The one who was wearing a vest 
was killed by a gunshot wound in the head. Seven 
officers have already been killed this year, and 
Mezquita fears that the numbers will only increase. 

“Most of the bad guys have better weapons 
than we do,” he says.

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Mezquita, 37, has been a member of the LAPD 
force for 15 years and expects to retire in 1989. He 
says the chance that a cop will be gunned down 
somewhere in California is going to remain high 
until the state’s judicial system undergoes 
considerable changes, including shorter trials, 
longer sentences for people committing serious 
crimes and quick executions for those sentenced 
to death row.

Computers leads 
To California 
Computer Schools 


For the past ten years, Gail Horton has been involved in the 
world of education. She began as a teacher in an elementary school 
district with both upper and lower grades. After four years she 
accepted a position as a resourse specialist, where she had the 
opportunity to design, develop and implement programs in math, 
reading and language arts. She moved into an administrative 
position three years later for the State and Federal Projects 
department of a school district. During these years she taught 
undergraduate and graduate level courses at the University of La 
Verne, Azusa Pacific University, focusing on education, curriculum 
development and teaching mcthods. 

In recent years Gail has been facinated with the new microcom- 
puter age. Z 

“Exploring each application and benefit has been like, discover- 
ing a new frontier,” Gail says. As she attempted to locate more 
teachers or institutions that could develop her skills she realized 
there exists a tremendous need for microcomputer schools that 
teach literacy and business applications. Using her educational 
skills, she began to organize her thoughts into a curriculum. As 
other people became aware of her computer knowlege, she found 
herself spending more and more time teaching others, and realized 
how self-satisfying that was. 

The idea of opening her own computer school, based on proven 
teaching techniques became a dream. After a year of organization 
and preparation, she opened her first California Computer School 
in Upland. 

Gail says that what makes her school unique is her method of 
instruction, which insures rapid success.

Beginning microcomputer courses are the most popular. 
“People are always amazed at how easy it is to learn and how 


much they master by the end of the course,” according to Gail. 


People often think they need prior knowlege, typing skills or a 


math background, but this just isn’t true. We begin from ‘square 
one’; the typing is minimal and math is only used in the accounting 
and calculator courses. 


Available courses range from one day to five weeks. 
Business classes include Word Processing, Data Processing, 
Calculations, and Accounting.

The Houtz and Sons Egg Ranch, 6942 Beryl Avenue near 
Baseline in Alta Loma, began in 1952 when the Houtz family 
came to California from Wisconsin. 

Roy and Richard Houtz started with 2,500 day old chicks 
following the completion of brooder, grow and lay houses. 
Their first egg wasn’t laid until March of 1953. 

Since that day, their business has expanded to cover the 
orange groves that once surrounded them. Today, about 50,000 
chickens are housed in 25 280-foot long lay houses. Between 
9,500 and 11,000 young hens are purchased every 4 or 5 months. 

Each day, the eggs are gathered and brought to the Houtz 
family’s processing area where they are washed, sized, 
checked for cracks and deformations, and then packed in 
cartons. “It costs more to produce a quality egg: better feed, 
refrigeration, quality control” says a family member. 

The Houtz family works hard to maintain the quality of their 
eggs, and point out that in their 31 years they have never 
missed buying replacement pullets for their laying flock, which 
is important if that quality is to be maintained. 

From 1952 to 1962, the chickens were fed by hand, but 
automatic feeders now do the job to accomodate the growth of 
the busiess. 

Each lay house has sprinklers to keep the chickens cool in 
summer. 


Eggs from the Houtz ranch are used in restaurants, 


hospitals, rest homes and stores, but the Houtz family also 
operates a retail store, open to the public. Their store also 
offers Alta Dena milk, candy, soda pop and other items.

As a youngster, Steve Brown 
avoided golf the way he now 
avoids bunkers and water 
hazzards. It’s not that he didn’t 
like the sport, it’s just that his 
interests were elsewhere. 

The first timie he picked up a 
club was at 19. It took some 
prodding from a friend who was 
helping Brown and his wife 
celebrate their first anniversary to 
even get him on a course. 

it wasn’t love at first drive. On 
hole No. 1, Brown got a 15. 

“But before | finished the round, 
\’d gotten a couple of pars,” 

Brown remembers. ‘“‘l just kept 
improving. It was all part of the 
challenge. 

“lve always had the ability to 
pick things up fast.”’ 


In addition to his pars, Brown 
also picked up an affinity for golf 
from his first round. In fact, he fell 
in love with the sport that would 
eventually become his life’s work. 


His work has now brought 
Brown to Upland as the director of 
golf at Upland Hills Country Club. 

The first time he played the 
front nine at the Upland Hills, 
Brown shot a 1-over-par 36. His 
reaction to the brand new facility? 
“| fell in love with it,” he says. “It’s 
ego-building as far as the distance

the greens.” 

The challenge, not so much of 
the course but of helping to build 
a golfing environment out of what 
was once a pile of rocks, is what 
lured Brown to his job as golf 
director.

He says his “private club philosophy” 
translates into service.

rectify the situation.

host of other accessories that only a police officer 
could love. 

Mezquita says he chose to use the name Live or 
Die in part because ‘nobody ever forgets it,’”’ but 
mainly because he sells items essential to an 
officer’s survival. While the title may lead some to 
believe that the shop is a supply depot for 
survivalist and militarist types, Mezquita says he is 
very careful about whom he sells the items to. In 
fact, there are few things in the shop that can 
legally be purchased by the general public. 

Uniforms and night sticks are identified 
specifically with police officers and cannot be 
purchased by just anyone. There are a few devices 
that can be bought for a person’s self-protection, 
but most of what Mezquita sells is limited to cops, 
security officers, some military and even postal 
workers. 

An item that had long been popular both among 
police officers and attorneys was a miniature 
electric chair modeled after the “real thing” used in 
the state of New York. When an unsuspecting 
person attempted to lift the “toy,” it would senda 
small, 9-volt charge surging through the ‘‘victim’s”’ 
fingers. Apparently, Mezquita says, the chairs are 
no longer being manufactured. 

For the most part, Mezquita is interested in 
preparing area police officers in the best manner — 
and at the best price — possible. A former body ~ 
guard to a number of movie and television stars, he 
hopés to spend more time in the shop after he 
retires. At the present, wife Mary runs the shop 
when he is on duty. 

Mezquita says he doesn’t need the extra money 
that the shop brings in. But by keeping it open, he 
expects to stay in close contact with other officers 
after he retires. Business is always good, he says, 
even during a recession. Police will always need 
the items he sells, and he plans to enlarge the 


smallish shop by expanding into some available 
space next door. 


“It is a specialty store, so | don’t have to worry 
about it,’’ Mezquita says. ‘“‘People would come to 
me if | was in acloset.” 0

Life in the rugged Indian territory of Oklahoma 
was dismal in the early 1900s. 

Farmers struggled to produce food, but often 
were foiled by devastating rain and hail storms. 
“There just wasn’t much to eat,” recalled Pomona 


resident Cecil Cochran. 


Deciding to improve his destiny, Cochran ran 
away from home and joined the circus. 

The year was 1919 and Cochran was just 14 
years old when he hopped a freight train. After 
riding the rails for many miles, he wound up in 
Junction City, Kan., where he signed with the Sells 


Flota Circus. 


The job paid 50 cents a week and provided 
board and room.

The university collects 
the tuition, but in turn 
rents the facilities from 
the district and pays the 
teachers, who are usually 
district employees. 

“It’s really an intensive, 
in-depth program,” Le 
Brun said. “With all the 
class time (four hours 
per day) and homework, 
our biggest complaint is 
that the students really 
have to buckle down to 
get through the class in 
that short amount of 
time.”’ 

Less supervison is 
required than during the 
regular school year, Le 
Brun said. “They either 
do their work and pass or 
lose their money.” 

Some would think an 
average teenager would 
be thinking about the 
beach during class, but 
ALHS chemistry teacher 
Tom Curley, who has 
taught in the program for 
two years, disagrees. 

The attention level of 
students is not difficult 
to maintain during the 
six-week course because 
“there are no 
interuptions,”’ Curley 
said. “During the school 
year, there are a number 
of interuptions like call 
slips from counselors 
and notes from student 
government. During the 
summer there are no 
bells, so you don’t find 
students looking at the 
clock waiting for the bell 
to ring.” 

As for his own attention 
level, Curley said the 
money more than makes 
up for any 
inconvenience.

to me it sounded fine. | played on the black keys 
and the white ones, but the melody seemed to 
come from the cracks between them. It might nave 
been worth millions, today, as rock music. 

Tiring of composing, | often cautiously made 
my way to the point under the, long since gone, 
belfry, where the bell rope hung down. if the coast 
was clear, | would haul on the bell rope, 6or8 
times, as the bell’s peeling rang out over Upland. 

Townspeople must have wondered what special 
service was in session. If anyone came to check, 
there was nobody in sight by then, not even me. 

On one occasion, the Ladies Aid met at the 
home of Amy and Glenn Wright, at what is now 
about 620 W. Arrow, nearly hidden by shrubbery. 
When | arrived, Glenn was about done cranking on 
an old ice cream freezer, for the Ladies’ usual 
refreshments. 

He carefully removed the ice and rock salt from 
the top of the metal cylinder containing the ice 
cream. He pulled out the dasher, scraping off the 
goody that stuck to it. Replacing the cover, and 
packing the ice and salt around it, he warned me, 
“Now, John keep away from that.” 

So, | went out to play in the street. Soon, two 
‘big boys” on bicycles came along, one behind the 
other. | managed to get right in front of them, to 
see them get around me. They didn’t. The first one 
hit me, knocked me flat, and rode over my legs, 
followed by the second. And they rode on. 

Not hurt, but highly insulted by this hit and run 
affair, | needed something to improve my 
disposition. Ice cream seemed just the thing, so | 
slipped back to Glenn’s basement for a taste. 

When the ladies tasted their ice cream, there 
were universal looks of horror. It was full of salt. No 
detective was needed to figure out what caused it. 
Oh well, | was getting accustomed to Pop’s razor 
strap against the strap of my pants. 

School days at Upland Grammar School were 
interesting, but | best recall recesses and special 
events. Favorite recess games were marbles and 
tops. They amounted to seeing how many of 
someone else’s you could knock out of a circle 
drawn in the dirt, by using your own marble or top 
as a missile. Under certain rules, those you 
knocked out became yours. 

We often had student body events on the lawn 
in front of the old building, just east of our present 
post office. There were such things as Maypole 
Winding, and the like. 

Usually attending these events, was one of 
Upland’s four-man police force, officer Louis 
Kronmeyer. He seemed to be a friend of us kids, 
and probably believed in public awareness of the 
police. 

Kronmeyer rode a big motorcycle. His uniform 
was quite natty. He wore riding breaches, puttees, 
and a fine jacket, topped by a soft chauffeur’s type 
cap, and goggles. Most memorable of ali were his 
two revolvers (six-shooters), with one on either hip. 
These earned him the name of “Two Gun Louie,” 
respectively known to us kids as ‘Ol’ Two Gun.” He 
specialized in traffic violations. 0

stretching and contouring it to the pond. ~ 
shape. After filling, allow it to settle for one 
week. 

Liner sizes start at 4 feet by 5 feet (big 
enough for a half barrel) at $9.95 and go up to 
13 feet by 27 feet for a shape of 13 feet by 22 
feet at $234.96. There are several sizes in 
between and roll liners for waterfalls and 
bogs. 

Those who wish a more conventional 
construction may opt for the traditional 
cement ponds. These need to be dug 24 
inches to 30 inches for a finished depth of 18 
inches to 24 inches. 

This style also needs straight sides and a 
uniform depth. The excavation should be 
lined with ¥2-inch tie rods spaced about one 
foot apart. 

Uber recommends that the tie rod frame 
be one inch above the ground to allow the 
cement to wrap around it. Inexpensive wire 
mesh should be placed on the tie rods to 
allow the cement to adhere to it. No pipes, 
rocks or tile should be added at this point. 

The mixture used should be three parts 





sand to one part cement. It can be layed all at 
one time or in layers. Side and bottom should 


not be cemented atdifferent times and you 
should have a total of three to four inches of 
cement. Allow cement ot harden but not dry. 
It must be kept wet at all times by sprinkling 
lightly once an hour. 

Any tile work or rocks can then be 
cemented into place. As soon as the pool is 
sufficiently hardened to hold water, fill it. 
Uber recommends that the pool be sealed or 
painted before filling. 

After painting or sealing, the pool needs 
to be cured because quantities of free lime 
are released which are toxic to fish and 
plants. 

To cure, mix a gallon of vinegar with each 
200 gallons of water in the pond and let it set

The guide’s ‘How to Choose a Program” 
section advises the smoker to obtain information 
on four aspects of a program before attending. 
Questions should be asked regarding the 
program's treatment methods, cost, follow-up and 
success rate. 

“Breathe Easy” stresses that smokers should 
never stop trying to give up the habit. If one method 
doesn’t work, the guide states, the smoker should 
try another. No one — not even someone who has 
smoked for more than 30 years — should think it’s 
too late to quit. As soon as an individual quits 
smoking, the body begins to repair the damage 
done by cigarettes. Eventually, the risk of dying 
from smoking-related diseases becomes no greater 
than that of someone who never smoked. : 

This year, 100,000 Americans will die from lung 
cancer and 85 percent of those deaths will be due 
to cigarette smoking. The death rate from lung 
cancer in cigarette smokers is 10 times that of non- 
smokers. According the U.S. Surgeon General, 30 
percent of all cancer deaths are caused by smoking 
— the single, major, avoidable cause of death in 
Our society. 

“Breathe Easy” is a joint effort of the USC 
Cancer Center, Area Ill of the American Cancer 
Society, Glendale Adventist Medical Center, and 


the American Lung Association of Los Angeles 
County.
